This action is responsive to the amendments filed 3/26/10. 

The amendment filed 3/26/10 after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences is not entered because prosecution is 
closed and the proposed amendment was not suggested in an explicit statement by the Board under 37 CFR 41 .50(c). As provided in 
37 CFR 1.198, prosecution of the proceeding before the primary examiner will not be reopened or reconsidered by the primary 
examiner after a final decision of the Board except under the provisions of37CFR1.114 (request for continued examination) or 3 7 
CFR 41.50 without the written authority of the Director, and then only for the consideration of matters not already adjudicated, 
sufficient cause being shown. 

Specifically, the examiner was reversed on claims 4 through 8, 24 through 28, and 37. The applicants can move the limitations of the 
independent claims into the reversed claims. However, applicants have moved the reversed claims into the independent claims. 
Although the amendment of the independent claims still results in a permissible amendment, it should be noted that claim 
combinations such as 1+4+2 (and others) were never considered by the examiner. The examiner must review such combinations for 
any further issues and contradictions. However, since prosecution is closed, no such consideration can be made. Furthermore, it is 
noted that the applicants have amended claim 20 to recite a tangibly-embodied computer readable medium. As the specification does 
not provide a definition of such media, the broadest reasonable interpretation has been given to the term. Under this interpretation, the 
claims can still be considered as being directed towards signals or carrier waves. It is suggested that the applicants replace "tangibly- 
embodied" with "non-transitory". 

There are no allowed claims in the application. The independent claim(s) is/are cancelled by the examiner in accordance with MPEP 
§ 1214.06. Applicant is given a ONE MONTH TIME PERIOD from the mailing date of this letter in which to present the dependent 
claim(s) in independent form to avoid ABANDONMENT of the application. NO EXTENSIONS OF TIME UNDER 37 CFR 
1.136(a) WILL BE GRANTED. Prosecution is otherwise closed.
